March 28.—An im port­ 
ant conference was held at the W hite 
House last night at which the railroad 
situation 
generally 
was 
discussed. 
Present were Secretary of the T re as­ 
ury Cortelyou, Secretary of the In 
terior Garfield, Assistant Secretary of 
State Bacon, Chairman 
Knapp and 
Special Counsel F. B. Kellogg of the 
Interstate commerce commission, and 
all the members of that eormuission 
except Messrs. Prouty and Cockrell, 
who are out of the city. 
The confer­ 
ence lasted two and a half hours. 
After the conference adjourned it 
was stated that the meeting was call­ 
ed to outline a scheme to be present­ 
ed to the next congress for the fed­ 
eral regulation of tin- railroads of the 
United S ta b s. 
The plan proposed by 
Jacob H. Schlff for remedying the 
railroad situation, which has attracted 
a great deal of attention, was not 
taken up at the conference. 
Mr. Kel­ 
logg, who has charge of the Harrim an 
investigation, denied that this ques­ 
tion was brought up at the confer­ 
ence. 
Previous to this meeting a com m it­ 
ter representing the Illinois Manufac­ 
tu re rs’ association called on the pres­ 
ident by appointm ent and extended to 
him an urgent invitation to address 
a t Springfield, 111., at the earliest pos­ 
sible date, a convention of represen­ 
tatives of the m anufacturing and m er­ 
cantile interests of Illinois and the 
middle Wi st. 
The conference lasted 
over an hour, during which there was 
a free discussion of the railroad situa 
tion. 
At its conclusion the com mittee 
gave out the following statem ent: 
The com mittee 
submitted 
to 
the 
president that the present railroad 
financial situation was creating a feel­ 
ing of timidity and apprehension to 
such an extent that it threatened an 
imm ediate curtailm ent of banking and 
business credit which had heretofore 
been extended to the business inter­ 
ests of the country at a timo when 
the greatest possible demand for the 
further extension of credit prevailed 
for the development of the increasing 
dem ands of the m anufacturing and 
mercantile industries of the country. 
It was shown to the president th at the 
m anufacturers in the enjoym ent of 
their unprecedented credit had g reat­ 
ly extended their business in the m ak­ 
ing of purchases necessary to fill or­ 
ders which require many months for 
their completion; that the m anufac­ 
turing and mercantile interests were 
apprehensive that a feeling of dis­ 
tru st was getting a foothold which 
would lead to financial curtailment, 
and such restriction of credit as to 
threaten 
dangerous 
results 
to 
the 
great prosperity that now « xists in all 
avenues of industry. 
It was urged 
upon the president, that very great 
good would come to all interests alike 
if he would signify his willingness to 
express in a public address, as soon 
as possible the keynote of his crea­ 
tive and 
constructive 
policy. 
The 
president was informed by the com­ 
m ittee 
that, 
though 
the 
country’s 
prosperity was very great, it 
would 
soon become seriously impaired by 
the creation of an uneasiness on th e 
part of banks and investors and would 
lead to such distrust as to prevent 
the supply of the necessary moneys 
to satisfy existing wants, as well as 
to meet the unparalleled development 
of the m anufacturing and transporta­ 
tion Intere st s of the country. 
The 
president inquired carefully into the 
prevailing m ercantile conditions and 
expressed himself as most anxious 
and determined to do all In his power 
to protect, preserve and encourage all 
legitim ate business interests of every 
kind 
At the close of th« conference the 
president thanked the com mittee for 
its frank statem ent of the existing 
conditions 
ur 
they 
appear 
to

committee and promised that within 
a few da>s he would determ ine w heth­ 
er his present engagem ents would per- 
met him to accept the com mittee's in­ 
vitation.
